Claims 1-3, 6-12, 15 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Khandros 653821 4. 

Disclosed in Figure 15 is stem region 46 and tip region 35 having the claimed 
diameter/radius. Column 10, first full paragraph discloses at least one of the claimed 
materials (instant claims 7 and 17)TThe subject matteFof clair^678 T !0~^T8-201s~~ 
not positively recited (i.e. is not a part of the cathode contact pin) and is thus given little 
patentable weight. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Khandros. 

To form the tip region with a radius of from about 50 microns to about 200 
microns would have been an obvious matter of design depending on the size and shape 
of the object being coated and the coating equipment being used. 
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Claims 5 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the prior art of record, particularly Khandros, discloses or teaches the 
radius of curvature along the tip region contact surface varying to form an ellipsoid 
shape. 

The other references cited on Form 892 disclose similar tip/stem structure.
